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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in* narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains two paragraphs. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. A substitute specification is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) because it 
contains several mistakes. For example it describes figure 1 instead of figures 1 A-1C, it 
also references back to the claims (see for example the bottom of page 5). Applicant 
must review the entire specification to correct similar mistakes as the ones described 
above. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
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the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the • 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Saito 
(US Patent 54771 17). 

Claim 1 , Saito describes a synchronous motion controller comprising the 
following control method; operating a first axis (X) using a fist motor at a desired speed 
by a position command 13 and allowing a second axis (Y) to follow the first axis, 
measuring the position of both motors 15 and sending the position feedback to 
processor 2, storing position information in means 11, directing a position command 13 
to the first motor, and distributing a corrected second position command to the second

axis using a signal outputted by means 23a. 

Claim 2, Saito describes in column 6 lines 35-56 how linear interpolation is used. 
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Claim 3, Saito describes in column 7 lines 54-62 how speed commands are 

used.
